Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 and 3-15 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 5, 7, 8, 9, 10, and their dependents thereof are allowed because the closest prior 
art, Wood (Patent No.: 5,412,375) in view of Dunlop et al. (Pub. No.: US 2004/0203796), either 
alone or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious a telecommunications method, 
computer-readable medium, a radio network controller, a node, and a system comprising 
receiving/transmitting a monitoring list, the monitoring list including a set of air interfaces and a 
quality of service parameter for each air interface in the set of air interfaces as defined in the 
specification, in combination with all other limitations in the claim(s) as defined by applicant.
